The  Directors  of  the  Jews'  Hospital  submit  to  their  members 
their  report  for  the  year  5624-25. 

By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it 
will  be  perceived  that,  during  the  year  1864,  there  were  385 
applications  for  admission  to  the  Hospital,  53  of  which  were 
Soldiers  from  the  United  States  army, —

There  were  also  310  cases  treated  outside  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Directors  refer  the  members  to  the  annexed  account  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  past  year,  together  with  a  schedule  of  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  the  Hospital.  It  will  be  perceived  that 
the  Treasurer  has  on  hand  $2,822.78.  It  will  also  be  observed 
that  the  Directors  have  received  from  donations  during  the  last 
year  $699.30. 

The  Directors  are  happy  to  state  that  the  police  and  dietary 
regulations  of  the  Hospital  give  general  satisfaction — no  com- 
plaints having  been  made  of  the  same  to  them  within  the  past 
year. 
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The  Rev.  Drs.  Raphall,  Lyons,  Isaacs  and  Adler  pay  period- 
ical visits  to  the  Hospital,  changing  every  month,  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  religious  consolation  to  the  sick,  and  to 
inquire  respecting  their  wants,  care,  and  treatment ;  this  system 
has  been  found  to  work  admirably,  and  with  great  satisfaction 
to  all  parties. 

The  regulations  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  continue 
to  give  general  satisfaction ;  their  practical  working  has  been 
found  to  be  of  infinite  benefit  to  the  Institution. 

Great  praise  and  credit  are  due  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  for  their  valuable  services,  gratuitously  contributed  to 
the  interest  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  the  time  and  attention 
bestowed  upon  the  patients  under  their  care. 

The  Directors  desire  to  express  their  satisfaction  with  the 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Raymond,  the  Superintendent,  has  dis- 
charged his  duties ;  and  also  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and 
fidelity  with  which  Dr.  Teller,  the  House  Physician,  discharges 
his  duties. 

In  conclusion,  the  Directors  submit  their  Annual  Report  to 
the  members  and  patrons  of  the  Hospital,  and  trust  that  through 
their  liberality  and  munificence  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness  may 
become  enlarged,  till  it  shall  have  attained  a  position  fully 
equal  to  all  the  wants  of  a  community  of  such  growing  import- 
ance as  ours.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  FOR  1864. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Jews'  Hospital  in 
New  York  : 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  rules, 
respectfully  report  to  the  Directors,  that  during  the  year  1864 
(5624-25)  they  have  held  49  meetings,  and  have  had  under 
their  consideration  385  applications  for  admission  to  the 
Hospital,  of  which  number  364  were  admitted.  Of  the  latter 
number,  53  were  soldiers  from  the  United  States  Army.  The 
applicants  who  were  refused  admission  were  so  refused  in 
consequence  of  their  being  afflicted  with  malignant  or  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  known  to  be  incurable,  or  because  they 
were  unworthy.  There  were  also  310  cases  treated  outside  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  refer  the  Directors  to  the  very  able  and  in- 
teresting report  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  House 
Surgeon,  Dr.  Teller,  concerning  matters  of  general  interest,  by 
which  they  will  perceive  that  the  average  number  of  patients 
each  day  under  treatment,  during  the  year,  was  41. 

The  report  of  Dr.  Teller  shows  that  during  the  past  year  the 
average  percentage  of  deaths  was  74,  and  that  a  very  large 
number  of  the  deaths  were  from  hopeless  cases,  several  of  the 
patients  dying  in  a  few  hours  after  their  admission.  The  Com- 
mittee deem  it  proper  to  observe  that  many  of  those  admitted 
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to  the  Hospital  were  not  of  our  faith,  no  distinction  ever  being 
made  as  to  either  the  nationality  or  religious  belief  of  any 
sufferer. 

Independent  of  the  good  achieved  by  the  Hospital,  in  curing 
and  relieving  the  sick,  it  has  been  the  means  of  consoling  the 
suffering  and  dying  in  their  last  hours ;  and  your  Committee  are 
greatly  indebted  to  the  ministers  who,  by  their  semi-weekly  and 
weekly  visits,  not  only  alleviate  suffering  by  spiritual  con- 
solation, but  also  inquire  into  the  personal  comfort  of  the 
patients,  and  your  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  during 
the  past  year  not  a  single  complaint  has  been  reported  to 
them,  which,  upon  investigation,  proved  worthy  of  any  atten- 
tion.

In  consequence  of  the  increased  price  of  provisions  and  labor, 
the  cost  of  maintaining  a  patient,  although  depending  in  a  great 
measure  upon  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  the  treatment, 
exceeds  in  all  cases  the  sum  which  the  Directors  have  named  as 
the  minimum  price. 

During  the  past  year,  4S  persons  have  been  brought  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  police,  suffering  from  accidental  injuries,  all 
of  whom  received  prompt  attention. 

The  following  persons  are  employed  in  the  Hospital : 

One  Resident  Physician  and  House  Surgeon. 
One  Superintendent. 
Three  Nurses. 
Three  Domestics,  and 
One  Cook. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  closing  their  annual  report, 
cannot  but  congratulate  the  Directors  on  the  practical  work- 
ings of  the  Hospital. 

The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  on  duty  have  never  absented 
themselves  for  a  single  day  in  the  year,  and  the  faithfulness 
with  which  these  gentlemen  fulfil  their  duty,  at  any  hour  of  the 
night,  commends  their  services  to  the  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments of  the  Board. 

The  Officers  of  the  Hospital  all  endeavor  to  discharge  their 
duties  with  alacrity  and  fidelity,  and  it  affords  your  Committee 
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much  pleasure  to  add  their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr. 
Teller,  who  is  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital.  His 
unwearied  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  afflicted  merit  and  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Raymond,  the  Superintendent,  continues  indefatigable  in 
his  exertions  for  the  well-being  of  the  Hospital,  and  likewise 
deserves  high  consideration. 

The  wards  and  rooms  are  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated, 
and  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  in  all  respects 
considered. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  trust,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Supreme  Being  who  controls  alike  the  destinies  of  nations 
and  individuals,  that  this  Institution  may  continue  its  sphere  of 
usefulness,  and  afford  protection  and  comfort  to  those  who  may 
seek  admission  within  its  doors.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  to '  the  Directors, 
that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  year,  amount 
to  $9,256.94,  that  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
on  the  first  of  January,  1864,  was  $4,672.46,  and  the  expendi- 
tures during  the  same  period  amount  to  $11,106.62,  leaving  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1865,  of 
$2,822.78. 

The  Committee  refer  the  Directors  to  the  Report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,,  showing  the  expenditures  under  the 
specific  charges ;  and  the  able  and  comprehensive  report  of  the 
House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  containing  matters  of  general 
interest  and  information. 

Growing  out  of  the  enormous  increase  in  the  price  of  pro- 
visions, medicines,  &c,  the  interest  on  present  fund  and  re- 
ceipts are  inadequate  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital, 
your  Committee  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Directors  to  the 
further  increase  of  our  permanent  fund. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  submit  their  Report  to  the 
Directors,  in  the  hope  that  the  Hospital  may  continue  its  use- 
fulness, and  attain  that  position  which  its  charity  entitles  it  to.

Of  the  applicants  for  admission,  1 7  were  visited  before  ad- 
mission, and  34  out-door  patients  were  treated  at  their  resi- 
dences ;  48  patients,  accidentally  injured,  were  admitted  during 
the  year. 

The  largest  number  of  patients  in  the  house  at  any  one  time 
was  91 ;  the  smallest,  25 ;  the  average  number  of  patients,  41  ; 
of  the  patients,  35  were  pay  patients. 

The  average  time  of  residence  in  the  Hospital  was  18 
days. 

The  number  of  deaths  were  30,  making  7£  per  cent,  of  those 
treated,  and  after  deducting  patients  admitted  in  a  dying  condi- 
tion and  incurable  diseases,  the  proportion  of  deaths  amounts 
to  one  and  nine- tenths  per  cent. 

The  whole  number  of  prescriptions  was  6,919,  at  a  cost  of 
$486.64,  making  an  average  price  of  7  cents  for  the  single  pre- 
scription. 

The  stock  of  medicines  was  augmented  with  six  new  prepar- 
ations;  14  new  surgical  apparatus  were  purchased ;  10  books 
were  added  to  the  Hospital  Library. 

The  number  of  consultations  were  18,  and  115  operations  were 
performed,  1 1  of  which  were  capital  operations.

Amongst  other  very  interesting  surgical  cases  treated  during 
the  year,  I  would  mention  the  following  : 

I.  — Fanny  Phillips,  aged  eighteen,  admitted  January  21,  1864, 
having  been  burned  six  months  ago,  by  her  clothes  catching  fire, 
all  over  the  left  side  of  the  back,  from  the  top  of  the  shoulder 
down  to  the  lower  angle  of  the  scapula,  on  the  back  part  of  the 
left  arm  round  the  elbow  joint,  and  on  the  whole  of  the  left  buttock 
and  hip.  When  admitted,  the  wounds  on  the  back  and  on  the 
elbow  were  healed,  the  latter  showing  an  ugly  cicatrix,  preventing 
the  extension  of  the  arm  ;  the  wound  on  the  hip  had  no  tendency 
for  healing,  and  the  delicate  girl  was  greatly  emaciated,  and  be- 
gan to  show  the  first  symptoms  of  tubercular  disease  of  the  lungs. 
The  patient  was  put  under  nourishing  diet  and  stimulating  treat- 
ment— to  the  wound  a  strong  solution,  of  equal  parts,  of  lunar 
caustic  and  water  was  applied  twice  a  week,  while  the  patient 
was  under  the  influence  of  chloroform.  In  that  way  the  wound 
healed  slowly,  so  that  by  the  beginning  of  this  year  it  was  all 
healed,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  patient  was  likewise 
greatly  improved,  and  she  had  no  return  of  pulmonary  bleeding. 

II.  — Samuel  Moses,  aged  eight  years  and  nine  months,  fell 
when  a  child  two  years  old,  and  hurt  his  left  knee,  in  consequence 
of  which  injury  he  limped.  In  1861  he  was  run  over  by  a  wagon, 
and  received  a  fracture  of  the  thigh,  for  which  he  was  treated 
from  October  to  December,  and  cured  ;  at  the  same  time  the  limb, 
which  was  fleeted  in  consequence  of  the  disease  of  the  knee,  was 
forcibly  extended,  and  the  boy  was  able  to  walk  straight,  but  only 
for  a  short  time,  after  he  left  the  hospital,  in  December,  1861. 
Soon  afterwards  the  limping  returned,  and  in  January,  1864,  the 
knee  began  to  swell,  got  painful,  finally  an  abscess  broke  out,  and 
the  condition  of  the  patient  was  greatly  reduced.     On  January 
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18,  1864,  the  patient  was  admitted,  and  after  a  consultation  it 
was  decided  to  perform  excision  of  this  joint,  which  was  done  on 
the  12th  of  February,  1864,  at  the  same  time  muscles  had  to 
be  cut  through  subcutaneously.  A  proper  apparatus,  after  a  new 
design,  had  been  prepared  for  this  case,  in  which  he  was  put 
after  the  operation.  The  operation  had  not  the  expected  result ; 
the  suppuration  was  not  healthy,  and  no  healing  set  in,  and  the 
bone  got  diseased  higher  up  ;  at  the  same  time  the  patient  run 
down  in  strength  and  health,  and  after  another  consultation  it 
was  decided  to  amputate  the  limb,  which  was  done  on  the  6th  of 
March,  1864.  From  the  date  of  this  operation,  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  boy  improved  greatly,  the  wound  healed  gently,  and 
in  the  beginning  of  June  he  was  discharged  cured. 

III.  — Aaron  Simon,  aged  nine  years,  was  admitted  on  the  18th 
of  September,  1864.  The  boy  fell  two  weeks  before  his  admission, 
while  playing  in  the  street.  He  received  a  slight  cut,  which  was 
sewed  together  by  a  druggist,  and  left  in  that  condition  for  some 
days.  The  joint  swelled  greatly,  and  'by  admission  it  was  doubt- 
ful whether  the  joint  was  not  already  in  a  state  of  caries.  For 
the  first  few  weeks  an  expectative  treatment  was  set  in,  but  finally, 
as  there  was  no  improvement  of  the  symptoms,  after  a  consultation 
it  was  decided  to  exsect  the  joint  and  save  the  limb,  which  was 
done  on  October  16,  the  joint  put  in  a  proper  splint,  and  from  that 
time  the  healing  process  set  in.  The  boy  was  cured,  having  the 
free  use  of  the  elbow  joint. 

IV.  — John  Call,  aged  ninteeen  years,  a  soldier,  received  a  gun- 
shot wound  in  the  head,  in  the  battle  before  Petersburg,  July  30, 
1864.  On  admission,  August  1,  apparently  a  slight  flesh  wound 
of  the  scalp  was  found,  but,  on  closer  examination,  it  was  detected 
that  the  bone  was  broken,  the  necrotic  pieces  giving  way  one 
after  the  other,  and  denuding  the  brain  to  some  extent ;  neverthe- 
less, the  fracture  healed  gently,  and  the  wound  was  closed  fully, 

when  he  was  transferred  to  a  military  hospital  on  October  17.

V.  — Harris  Rosenbaum,  aged  fifteen  years,  admitted  October  11, 
1864;  while  playing  on  the  street  three  months  before,  and  sitting 
on  a  stoop,  another  boy  struck  him  from  behind;  he  fell,  and  the 
other  over  him,  producing  an  injury  to  the  ankle  which  was  not 
recognized,  and  treated  with  cold  application.    When  admitted,  it 
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was  found  that  the  aslragulus  was  dislocated  upwards  (an  injury 
of  very  rare  occurrence),  and  produced  eversion  of  the  foot,  which 
impeded  his  walk  greatly.  On  consultation,  forcible  extension  was 
decided  on  and  performed;  after  the  inflammation  had  subsided,  a 
proper  apparatus  was  applied,  and  at  present  the  case  is  to  be 
considered  cured,  the  boy  walking  as  well  as  possible.
